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PREFACE. 

fTlHESE  stories  from  the  First  Book  of  Livy  have 
-*-  been  considerably  simplified,  especially  in  the 
earlier  chapters.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  book, 
where  fewer  alterations  have  been  made,  the 
beauty  and  vigour  of  Livy's  style  have  not,  I 
trust,  been  altogether  spoilt  by  my  editing.  My 
text,  though  simple  and  straightforward,  will  be 
found  to  contain  a  large  amount  of  useful  Latin 
idiom.

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INTRODUCTION. 


That  wc  may  understand  the  character  of  the 
stories  of  early  Itome,  it  will  hc  well  to  consider 
the  full  record  of  a  single  reign.  The  story  of 
Numa,  the  second  king,  may  be  selected  for  this 
purpose. 

Let  me  quote  the  beautiful  version  of  it, 
which  Dr  Arnold,  in  his  History  of  Rome,  has 
put  together  from  Livy  and  other  writers  : — 

'When  Romulus  was  taken  from  the  earth, 
there  was  no  one  found  to  reign  in  his  place. 
The  Roinans  and  the  Sabines  each  wished  that 
the  king  should  be  one  of  them.  At  last  it  was 
agreed  that  the  king  should  be  a  Sabine,  but 
that  the  Romans  should  choose  him.  So  they 
chose  Numa  Pompilius ;  for  all  men  said  that  he 
was  a  just  man,  and  wise,  and  holy.  Before  he 
would  consent  to  be  king,  Numa  consulted  the 
gods  by  augury,  to  know  whether  it  was  their 
pleasure  that  he  should  reign.  And,  as  he  feared 
the  gods  at  first,  so  did  he  even  to  the  last.  He 
appointed  many  to  minister  in  sacred  things,  such 
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as  the  Pontifices,  who  were  to  see  that  all  things 
relating  to  the  gods  were  duly  observed  by  all ; 
and  the  Augurs,  who  taught  men  the  pleasure  of 
the  gods  eoncerning  things  to  come;  and  the 
Flamens,  who  ministered  in  the  temples ;  and  the 
Virgins  of  Vesta,  who  tended  the  ever-burning  fire ; 
and  the  Salii,  who  honoured  the  god  of  arms  with 
solemn  songs  and  dances  through  the  city  on 
certain  days,  and  who  kept  the  sacred  shield  which 
fell  down  from  heaven. 

'And  in  all  that  he  did  Numa  knew  that  he 
would  please  the  gods ;  for  he  did  everything  by 
the  direction  of  the  nymph  Egeria,  who  honoured 
him  so  much  that  she  took  him  to  be  her  husband, 
and  taught  him  in  her  sacred  grove,  by  the  spring 
that  welled  out  from  the  rock,  all  that  he  was  to 
do  towards  the  gods  and  towards  men.  By  her 
counsel  he  snared  the  gods  Picus  and  Faunus  in 
the  grove  on  the  Aventine  hill,  and  made  them 
tell  him  how  he  might  learn  from  Jupiter  the 
knowledge  of  his  will,  and  might  get  him  to 
declare  it  either  by  lightning  or  by  the  flight  of 
birds.  And  when  men  doubted  whether  Egeria 
had  really  given  him  her  counsel,  she  gave  him  a 
sign  by  which  he  might  prove  it  to  them.  He 
called  many  of  the  Romans  to  supper,  and  set 
before  them  a  homely  meal  in  earthen  dishes  ;  and 
then  on  a  sudden  he  said  that  now  Egeria  was 
come  to  visit  him.  Straightwav  the  dishes  and 
the  cups  became  of  gold  or  precious  stones,  and 
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the  eouches  were  covered  with  rare  and  costly 
coverings,  and  the  meats  and  drinks  were  abundant 
and  most  delicious. 

'Though  Numa  took  so  much  care  for  the 
service  of  the  gods,  yet  he  forbade  all  costly 
sacrifices  ;.  neither  did  he  suffer  blood  to  be  shed 
on  the  altars,  nor  any  images  of  the  gods  to  be 
made.  But  he  taught  the  people  to  offer  in 
sacrifice  nothing  but  the  fruits  of  the  earth,  meal, 
and  cakes  of  flour,  and  roasted  corn.  For  he 
loved  husbandry,  and  he  wished  his  people  to  live 
every  man  on  his  own  inheritance  in  peace  and  in 
happiness.  So  the  lands,  which  Romulus  had  won 
in  war,  he  divided  out  amongst  the  people,  and 
gave  a  certain  portion  to  every  man.  He  then 
ordered  landmarks  to  be  set  on  every  portion ; 
and  Terminus  the  god  of  landmarks  had  them  in 
his  keeping,  and  he  who  moved  a  landmark  was 
accursed.  The  craftsmen  of  the  city,  who  had  no 
land,  were  divided  according  to  their  callings  ;  and 
there  were  made  of  them  nine  guilds.  So  all  was 
peaceful  and  prosperous  throughout  the  reign  of 
Numa.  The  gates  of  the  temple  of  Janus  were 
never  opened  ;  for  the  Romans  had  no  wars  and  no 
enemies.  And  Numa  built  a  temple  to  Faith,  and 
appointed  a  solemn  worship  for  her,  that  men 
might  learn  not  to  lie  or  deceive,  but  to  speak  and 
act  in  honesty.  And  when  he  had  lived  to  the 
age  of  fourscore  years,  he  died  at  last  by  a  gentle 
decay  ;  and  he  was  buried  under  the  hill  Janiculum 
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on  the  other  side  of  the  liber ;  and  the  books  of 
his  sacred  laws  and  ordinances  were  buried  near 
hini  in  a  separate  tomb.1 

It  will  be  seen  at  a  glance  that  a  great  part  of 
this  narrative  cannot  be  considered  historical ;  it 
is  mythology  pure  and  siniple.  Soine  Roman 
writers  attempted  to  frame  a  true  history  out  of 
the  supernatural  element  in  these  early  stories. 
To  take  one  example  out  of  many, — wishing  to 
reduce  the  beautifnl  legend  of  the  Translation  of 
Romulus  to  a  probable  history,  they  explained 
the  disappearance  of  the  king  by  alleging  that  he 
was  torn  limb  from  limb  by  the  angry  senators, 
who  carried  away  the  pieces  under  their  gowns. 
Such  a  method  is,  of  course,  hopeless.  We  cannot 
extract  a  true  history  out  of  materials  which  are 
for  the  most  part  fabulous.  We  must  content 
ourselves  with  the  belief  that  these  legends  merely 
fill  up  the  void  left  by  a  lost  history.  In 
dealing  with  them,  '  we  are,'  as  has  been  well  said, 
'  in  a  manner  upon  enchanted  ground.  Although 
somc  real  elements  exist,  yet  the  general  picture 
before  us  is  a  mere  fantasy.  Men  love  to  complete 
what  is  imperfect  and  to  realise  what  is  imaginary.' 

Ry  the  side  of  the  pure  mythology  in  the 
Numa  legend  we  find  another  element, — that  which 
has  to  do  with  the  origin  of  institutions.  Pride 
in  their  national  customs  was  a  leading  feature 
in  the  Roman  character.  The  people  loved  to 
have  for  them  the  sanction  of  divine  authority.

Roinulus,  reputed  to  be  the  son  of  Mars,  was  natur- 
ally  regarded  as  4a  man  of  vvar  from  his  youth,' 
with  no  time  to  spare  for  the  establishment  of 
priesthoods,  and  ceremonies,  and  institutions.  Ac- 
cordingly,  he  is  succeeded  by  a  peaceful  and  saintly 
monarch,  who  is  represented  as  inaugurating  at 
once,  under  divine  guidance,  the  complete  religious 
system  which  existed  in  later  times,  and  other 
institutions  as  well.  Yet  there  is  scarcely  one  of 
the  institutions  ascribed  to  Numa  which  is  not 
attributed  by  other  writers  to  some  other  king; 
just  as  by  the  side  of  the  story  of  the  Twins  and 
the  Foundation  of  Rome,  which  we  find  in  Livy, 
there  existed  about  twenty  rival  narratives  entirely 
different  from  it.  In  view  of  such  discrepancies, 
we  may  well  suppose  that  the  institutions  put 
down  to  Numa  grew  up  by  slow  degrees,  and  that 
none  of  them  can  be  traced  to  any  particular 
author. 

It  is  important  to  observe  that  Livy  himself 
shows  no  signs  of  belief  in  Numa  as  a  real  person. 
With  all  his  genius  for  making  the  dead  live  again, 
he  does  not  attempt  to  clothe  this  shadowy  saint 
with  flesh  and  blood.  In  fact,  he  is  a  thorough 
sceptic  about  these  early  legends,  and  puts  the 
case  against  them  with  great  force  and  frankness. 
Looking  back  from  the  age  of  Augustus  (i.e. 
more  than  seven  centuries  after  the  beginning  of 
the  era  of  the  kings),  he  writes  thus  : — '  The  facts 
of  those  early  times  are  hardly  visible  through  the 
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mists  of  antiquity.  Written  documents,  the  only 
safe  shrine  of  history,  were  then  meagre  and  few 
in  number.  The  registers  of  the  priests,  together 
with  other  official  and  private  records,  almost  all 
perished  in  the  conflagration  of  the  city.1  Livy  is 
referring  to  the  burning  of  Romc  by  the  Gauls 
in  390  b.c.  The  almost  total  destruction  of 
documents  and  monuments  of  all  kinds  at  this 
disastrous  time  is  a  fact  of  the  flrst  importance, 
when  we  are  considering  the  tmstworthiness  of  the 
story  of  the  kings.  The  earliest  historian  of 
Rome  was  Quintus  Fabius  Pictor,  whose  work 
does  not  survive.  He  wrote  more  than  500  years 
after  the  foundation  of  the  city ;  and  he  can  have 
had  at  his  disposal  only  a  small  number  of  docu- 
ments  and  inscriptions,  which  had  escaped  the 
general  havoc.  Hence  we  may  at  once  infer  that 
the  bulk  of  the  history  of  the  kings  can  have  no 
better  origin  than  transmission  from  mouth  to 
mouth.  Now,  in  Livy^s  record  there  are  many 
scenes  described  with  great  minuteness.  For 
example,  the  animated  description  of  the  combat 
between  Horatii  and  Curiatii  (ch.  9  of  this  book) 
is  remarkable  for  its  full  details.  It  is  impossible 
to  believe  that  minute  particulars  like  these  could 
be  passed  on  by  oral  tradition  through  several 
centuries.  Such  detailed  descriptions  must  surely 
be  due  to  the  creative  fancy  of  poet  or  novelist. 

There  are  several  striking  examples  of  appar- 
ently  pure  flction  in  the  stories  of  the  later  kings, 
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— for  instance,  the  lively  description  of  TanaquiPs 
vigorous  action  after  her  husband^s  death  (ch.  15). 
The  stories  of  the  stratagem  by  which  Sextus 
Tarquinius  took  Gabii,  and  of  the  king  and  the 
poppies  (ch.  18)  have  been  attributed  to  a  novelist 
familiar  with  Greek  literature;  for  they  appear 
to  be  directly  copied  from  similar  stories  in  the 
Greek  historian  Herodotus.  Some  have  thought 
that  all  that  is  picturesque  and  poeticaJ  in  the 
legends  of  the  kings  was  due  to  a  great  series  of 
ancient  lays.  Some  such  poems  there  doubtless 
were  ;  but  there  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  they 
were  many  in  number  or  that  they  played  an 
important  part  in  the  making  of  the  legends. 
8  Although,''  writes  Dr  Arnold,  '  verses  were  un- 
doubtedly  made  and  sung  in  the  times  of  the 
kings,  at  funerals  and  at  feasts,  in  commemoration 
of  the  worthy  deeds  of  the  noblest  of  the  Romans  ; 
and  although  some  of  the  actual  stories  of  the 
kings  may  perhaps  have  come  down  from  this 
source,  yet  it  does  not  appear  that  they  were  ever 
written.  Thus  they  were  altered  from  one  gener- 
ation  to  another,  nor  can  any  one  tell  at  what 
time  they  attained  to  their  present  shape.  If  this 
be  so,  there  rests  a  veil  not  to  be  removed,  not 
only  on  the  history  of  the  early  Romans,  but  on 
that  which  we  should  much  more  desire  to  know, 
the  nature  and  power  of  their  genius, — what 
they  thought,  what  they  hated,  and  what  they 
loved.     Yet,  although   the  legends  of  the  early 
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Konian  story  are  neither  historical,  nor  yet  coeval 
with  the  subjects  which  they  celebrate,  still  their 
fame  is  so  great  and  their  beauty  and  interest  so 
surpassing,  that  it  would  be  unpardonable  to 
sacrifice  theni  altogether  to  the  spirit  of  enquiry, 
and  to  exclude  theni  froni  the  place  which  they 
have  so  long  held  in  Roman  history.''

1.  Albana,  'belonging  to  Alba.'  The  full  name  of  the  city 
was  Alba  Longa,  '  the  Long  White  City.'  It  was  long  and 
narrow,  owing  to  the  steepness  of  the  mountain-side  on  which 
it  was  built.  Alba  was  the  head  of  the  league  of  Latin  towns, 
till  Kome  conquered  her  own  mother-city  and  took  her  place. 
The  exact  site  of  Alba  is  unknown. 

geminos  pueros.  Mars  was  the  father  of  the  Twins, 
according  to  the  legend. 

6.  iacent— nuitat,  historic  presents,  used  to  call  up  a 
vivid  picture,  337.  Compare  several  instances  in  the  next 
paragraph. 

10.  lingua  lambentem  pueros.  Hence  in  Macaulay's 
Horatius  the  Komans  are  called  '  the  she-wolfs  litter.' 

12.     educandos  dedit.     See  384. 

14.  venando,  ablative  of  manner,  378. 

15.  corporibus  animisque,  datives  of  advantage. 

17.  pastoribus,  'among  the  shepherds,'  dative  similar  to 
that  after  verbs  oi  giving.

6.     conditam,  '  the  city  when  it  has  been  built,'  391. 

8.  augurio,  ablative  of  manner. 

9.  templa,  'circuits,'  '  districts.'  The  literal  meaning  of 
templum  is  a  '  space  marked  off,'  i.e.  by  the  augur's  staff ,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  omens.  Hence  it  means '  sacred  enclosure, ' 
and  then  '  temple.' 

Palatium — Aventinum,  'the  Palatine — the  Aventine,'  two 
of  the  seven  hills  on  which  Rome  stood,  when  complete.  See 
Plan  of  Rome. 

11.  hoc  nuntiato.     See  237. 

12.  utrumque — salutaverunt,  '  each  of  them  was  hailed 
as  king  by  his  comrades.'  If  we  translate  thus,  we  can  see 
why  sui  is  used. 

13.  tempore,  '  by  priority  in  time,'  ablative  of  cause. 
illi,  the  supporters  of  Remus ;  hi,  of  Romulus. 

16.     ludibrio,  '  in  mockery,'  ablative  of  manner. 

fratris,  objective  genitive,  262  (a). 

18.    pereat,  subjunctive  expressing  a  wish,  359. 

20.     imperio.     See  242. 

conditoris  nomine.  Livy's  etymology  is  at  fault.  Roma 
cannot  be  derived  from  Romulus.  It  probably  means  '  River- 
town,'  its  situation  in  this  respect  being  unique  among  the 
early  towns  of  Latium.  Some  were  clustered  on  and  round 
the  Alban  hills;   others  lined  the  sea-coast. 


CHAPTER  3. 

1.  Palatium  primum.  The  first  Roman  settlement  on  the 
Palatine  was  sometimes  called  Roma  quadrata,  '  square  Rome,' 
from  the  quadrilateral  shape  of  the  hill. 

3.  Geryone  interempto.  Geryon,  a  monster  with  three 
bodies  and  powerful  wings,  lived  in  Erytheia,  a  fabulous  island 
in  the  western  Mediterranean.  The  slaying  of  Geryon  and  the 
capture  of  his  famous  oxen  formed  one  of  the  twelve  labours  of 
Hercules,  who,  on  his  return,  passed  through  Gaul  and  Italy. 

4.  mira  specie,  ablative  of  quality,  234. 
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8.  ferox  viribus,  '  proud  of  his  strength.'  Note  that  ferox 
generally  means  '  high-spirited,'  'warlike,'  or  'proud,'  not 
'ferocious'  or  'savage.'     For  the  construction  see  241. 

10.  avertendi  cupidus,  376.  avertere  is  the  regular  word 
for  '  lifting '  cattle. 

11.  compulero — deducent.  For  this  form  of  conditional 
sentence  see  438.

quamque,  '  each,'  in  apposition  to  boves. 
17.     si  forte — ferrent,  '  (to  see)  if  perchance  the  footmarks 
led  thither.' 

19.  animi,  '  in  mind,'  not  genitive,  but  old  locative  case. 
Compare  domi  *  at  home,'  humi  '  on  the  ground.'  See  246

20.  ut  flt,  '  as  usually  happens,'  i.e.  •  naturally.'

6.  avida  novarum  rerum,  'eager  for  a  new  life.' 

For  the  construction 
see  288.  '  The  king  was  well  satisfied  with  the  power  he  had 
gained.  Next,  anxious  to  have  a  body  of  advisers  (consilium), 
he  appointed  a  hundred  senators.' 

9.  patricii,  'men  of  the  Fathers,'  'Fathers'  sons'  (becanse 
they  alone,  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  had  a  father),  as  opposed 
to  '  plebeians '  (the  men  of  the  commons). 

13.  qui — peterent,  final  clause,  423  (note  3). 

14.  novo  populo,  dative  of  advantage. 

15.  adeo — metuebant.  In  English  we  should  make  the 
first  clause  subordinate: — 'To  such  an  extent  did  her  neigh- 
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bours,  while  they  afiected  to  despise  Eome,  all  the  time  dread 
the  growing  power  which  loomed  so  large  in  their  midst.'
